assassination that the President was to be killed. He stated 
that be contacted the American Anbassj before it happened. 

That's the American Ehbassy in Stockholm^ Sweden. He said he 
recelTBd the flash that the President vas killed on teleTision 
during the "I Lotb Lucj" show which vas approzimataly 6:00 PJl. 
Swedish time. He said that he learned that the President vas 
to be killed about 12:00 o'clock^ Swedish time. He repox^d 
that the President vas to be killed to Van Brink at the Ameriean 
Snbassj. Kr. Brink vas In charge of Tisas. He also stated 
that he wrote a letter to the Warren Cenmission to Hon. Justice 
Warren. Ha said that he signed the letter and it vas a fire or 
six page letter^ which vas actually written to the Norfolk News 
and that he mailed a copy to the Warren Cenmi ssion. He further 
stated that his birthdate vas that he vas 

bom In Hew fork. That he was a first veneration American. 



He further stated that he vas taken f n an Hew Orleans 
and Miami yi*‘h a hypodexmic needle in his body. That he vas 
"shanghaied" and taken aboard the 68 MOUNT EVANS and that he 
was taken to Djibouti, which is located in French Sanaliland. 

He said he vas shanghaied on October 29, I960 then upon further 
questioning he stated that it vas on October 27, I960. Mr. 
LaCour then told him that this vas before President Kennedy vas 
even elected, so how would a have anything to do with the 
sssassinatlon. He says that before tihe election there vas a 
plot. He said that ha vas a prisoner and he vas flown out by 
the American Ihibassy txva. Djibouti to LeEarve. He farther 
stated that Oswald was an agent Ttobl the U.S.S.R. and that he 
arrived In Hew fork on a vessel called the "Pearl Sea" on 
January 9^1960 and the ship left LaHarve on December 21;, I960. 
Be said the vessel *91ount Evans" vas forced to pay the passage 
back since they had abducted him. Lie said there vas an 
organization aboard this vessel. He further stated that there 
vere attorneys in Hiev Orleans who knew semething about this. 
When asked who the names of the attorneys veps, he msntioasd 
the name of Makrls and when asked whether he vas an attorney, 
he said no t£at~Ee vas an agent, a friend of Oswald. He said 

* there is a corporation and one person, or the owner of this 

* corporation, and that this person vas shipping grain to India. 
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He turthtT rtated as a yej of a hint that the guy vho vas 
Indicted in Vev Orleans vas the one vho shipped grain to IndiSj 
vhich would indicate day Shav. 
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On October 16 « 1963, he vas a passenger on a ship to 
3veden. fie aentioned the Hark Evans Cozz^any. fie arzlved in 
Belgiua, intverp, on October 29s 1963* Fron there he vent to 
Haonburg and finally to Stockholm, fie aays "everything vent 
hot.* I vas after the Igents and reported it to the Vice 
CoTznsul. The Vice Counsrzl in StockhoLs with a first name of 
John, fie then mentioned another vessel hy the name of 
"Bishopstein* idiich vas a German vessel, vhich carried atomic 
missiles into Gemasy. fie mentioned something about a "watch- 
dog In orbit”. He stated that this vas approximately around 
October 16, 1963 and that this vas a "dean ship”. Indicating 
that there vas no organization and no espionage going on aboard 
this vessel, fie farther stated that be vas in Stockholm on 
Hovember 22, 1963> that there were a lot of scientists from the 
USSR and that they "got rou^ with him”, fie stated, ”Tou know, 
they would be very very sice to you, but then vhen they wanted 
to, they would tell you something end you would know that they 
meant what they told you.” fie said they mentioned to him that 
the President vas going to be killed and that he reported this 
matter to Van Brink. After the assassination, be vas interviewed 
by a Colonel at the American finbassy in Stockbolm. fie said 
that the Vice Counsul's name began with John and he couldn't 
remember the last name. He says there vas a gentleman in the 
office the day before, 'fie also stated that Clay Shaw vas aboard 
the Mount Evans before it sailed in I960, fie said they were 
trying to take him to ftzssla ly force bat that it didn't vork. 
fie also mentioned the name of Dr. Sobel. Be said that Dr. Sobel 
tried to shanghai him when he (Sobel) came from S|pain. fie says 
there is a corr espondence file in the D^artment of Justice 
with the nLonberf||j|||Hp|^ and that the controlling date would 
be Kay 1, 1961, vnSc^ronld back Jip this incident about Dr. Sobl 
trying to shanghai him. fie farther stated that he was in Cuba 
at this time, meaning May 1, 1961. Also referred to a Mr. 

Delosh, who be thcTught vas in the State Department, fie stated 
that he made a report on Coba. That he vas In Cuba approximately 
three days, that there vas an Ambassador ftoith vho was the 
Consular, be thought that the name vas Sknith, vho vas in Cuba 
at that time. Be said there were sane Bussian vessels, one 
Danish vessel and three East Qejman tankers in the harbor at that 
time. Vhen asked who sent him to Cuba, he said that he could 
not say over the phone vho aent him to Cuba, fie stated that he 
carried a Panamanian passport axid that this enabled him to get 
out of Cuba by plane. If it vas not for the passport and that 
- if it vas found out that he vas an American citizen be would 
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Be said that if ve aend anybody out to aee 
bim> haTe them call him before they cose and he said that he 
would nice to be put under a aubpoena so that he could be protected 
in case anything happened to his. fie would rather be under a 
aubpoena if be was Iddn^jped. He aays that he mi^t be a "ley 
boy'* in thir whole thing* Be further reiterated that "I don't .. 
open the door for nobody.” fie then mentionad that the other ‘ 

party that he had talk ^ to about this was an attorney froLui
